DETAILED ACTION 

1. An Amendment was filed 9/27/05 in which Claims 19-24 were also added. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1, 7, 13, 20, 22 and 24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Sagara et al 6546722. 

Sagara discloses an exhaust system for a motorcycle 1 comprising 
Body frame 2, 

Swingarm 13 with axle (unidentified, inherent) of rear wheel 15, 
Engine 11 with cylinder head (unidentified, inherent), 

Exhaust system 40 connected to the cylinder head, a rear end exhaust portion 42 being 
disposed at a position higher than the rear axle (fig 2), 

Exhaust control valve 64 for adjusting the flow area (figs 6a and 6b) in exhaust pipe 42, 
disposed forwardly and upwardly of the axle, and rearward of the engine (fig 2). 

3. Claims 2-6, 8-12, 14-19, 21 and 23 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations 
of the base claim and any intervening claims. Prior art does not disclose the vehicle described 
above further comprising, inter alia, the exhaust control valve as closed in a low/medium speed 
region of the engine. 
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4. The prior art considered pertinent to the disclosure, but not relied upon, include(s): 
Yamamoto et al 4941319, Asaka et al 4336864. 

5. RESPONSE TO REMARKS 

Upon reconsideration, Examiner has provided new rejections employing Sagara as 
obviating the elements in the independent claims, and some dependents. She apologizes for 
the inconvenience.
